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The Provisional Chinene Government 


In 1937, following the ccilopvers cof TFH-CHOW, SUIYUAN, CHAYGTE, TAIYUAN 
etc. in North China, at the end of Movemoer the Nationsl Governrent had 
broken up and roneved to HANKUY, CHONG.ZING and CHONEKA and finally NANKING 
collapsed on 13 Dezember, deciding the garerel trend of war situation. Thus 
the opportunity to ertatlich a new »og/me which was pre-arranged among the 
important men in North China had mavured, 


The circumstances which WANG XO-MIN consented to become the head of the 
North China regime are as folicwr: Ac the teginning of the Incident he was 
at HONGKONG. The heed of epecial service facilitios in PEKING, major genera: 
MITA, eagerly made efforts through Fiji YAMA{0I0, who was in SHANGHAI, to 
persuade WANG to eccept the jnvitatioa; meanwhile, etaff officers from PEKIN’ 
and FORMOSA were spocialiy Cispatche. to HONGKONG for the same purpose. As 
the result WANG came to SHANGHAT on 24 Fovember, and on 6 December made a 
flight to FUKUOKA and went to North Caina with YAMAMOTO and YU CHiY. 


It is said trst when WANS entered SHANGHAI, he had not yet consented 
to become the heed of the North Ghona iegime but on condition that he make a 
inspection trip he coneented to the journey. 


The North Chine army euthoritirs had made great efforts under the plan 
to establish the North China regime ez the Central Government of China in th: 
future and arranged to invite not only WANG wut other influential men from 
South Chine. throuch YOSHINO and 1MAl (military officere) who were stationed 
in SHANGHAT. Toward thie policy the centrei army sri General TERAUCHI gave 
approvals; howover, a section of the miiitary cfficers in SHANGHsI expressed 
opposition, esnecially Colonel ZUSUMOTO was oppcsed to prlling out mony 
influential men from SHAN FIAT, on the ground that there is no necessity to 
determine VYorth China as the political center from the beginning, 


After the arrival in PEXING, YAN Ko--Min decided to accept the chair~ 
menohip of the Ner%h China regime and determined Government organize+ion 
and fundamental priucipies. On 14 Decemoer 1937, the Provisional Chinese 
Government was established in PHZING.

As the result of the new estndlishment of the Rrovi 3icnes1 Govermnent, 
the Qomnittee of maintenance cf Peace in ‘Polzing district, the Committee of 
rainténance Of Peatc {n Tientsing aiid the Federaticn of nndnteonanceof Peace 
in Ping-Tsien hac joined end on 30 Becembers thal MUNG regime combined with 
the new Provisional Goverment. yeu (938 
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according to the *Fundemental principles to manage the Tnoicent (A\" 
which ves decided soon after the establishment of the Provisional covernnent 
at the Qabinet meeting, the “epanese Covernment vill cooperate rith the 
Nanking Government to save the situation if the lenking Goverment reconsiders. 
However, if the Nanking Government does net reconsider and continues the so 
called lom-term resistance, Japan will not expect to negotiete with the 
Nanking Goverment in the future, and furthermore to meet the necessity to 
Manage the vast areas occupied by the Japanese forces, henceforth Japen will 
take separate measures. 


In North China, the mein policies are to promote public peace and wolfare; 
politically, to establish a regire which has anti-Comintern aims, pro-Japences 
and Vanehukuo policies; eccnomicelly, to establish an indivisible reletion- 
ship between Japan, Manchuino and China and gradually «xpend and stren.then 
this regime to make the central power of the regenerated China. However, if 
the negotiation between the old Panking Government are brought about, this 
Government shall be ecjusted in accoraence with the cenditions of peace. 
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Further, based upon ‘the vasic policy on the disposition of the China 
Incident decided hy the Imeriel Uonference met on the 1lth of January 1938, 
our Government has sect up its pcliicy to the effect that as regards the Central 
Government, we reserve a right to nefotiate with the oid Yenking regime on the 
basis of the peace terms drawn un seperatoly in case it makes reflection, 
changes its mind and approaches us wits sincerity, seeking: peace; that, if on 
the contrary it makes no poace oryer to vs we drop cur idea to seek a solution 
of the conflict through furthernerctiation with it; that we help create a new 
Chinese regime end cooperate with it to »safld up a new reform China by making 
an arrangement with it to segaiiste che relations between the two countries; 
that we on tiie other hané ondeveavor citner jo crush the old VYanking regime or 
to get it merged into a new coutrei recims, 


With regard to the poace negotiation which we have so far been taking 
up through the iatermediarg of the Gerwer. Government, the oli Nanking Govern- 
mert has on Jenuary 14th advised vs through the German Ambassedor in Nanking 
that in order for it to arrive at a final decision, it desires to have further 
details of our denand on the ground thut this demand is too extensive in 
scone. We have teken it fer granted thet the present answer from the Chinese 
contains no trace of a sincere wisa foz peace and is designed merely to delay 
the settlement, since they ousht to rave a full lmowledge through Germany as 
to the basic vease terms set forth by the Japanese, Thus ous government on 
or about Jenuary 15th hee ceaced to ertertein any hone for a peace outof our 
negotiations with the Wenkine Governme:t, and the Cabinet has decided ite 


policy to start the second phese of ov: meesu;e in line with the policy decided 
by the Imerial Vonfersicoe of Jenuary ‘lin, i.e, to take stens to help create 
and develop a new Chinese regime. In vita connection cur Government hes on 

the 16th made public a statement domestically and abroad as to the foregoing 
and at the same time notified the Chinrse to terminate our neace negotiation 
between us. 


2. Movement for establishment of a new government in Central China. 


When the Janancse force crushed the Chinese army in Shanehai and its 
vicinity, and subsequently on December 13th, 1947, captured Nanking, movements 
fox creating a new regime in the Coutral China vere launched. First of all, 
the Shanrhai Tateao Musicinal Government wes orgenized in Sharghei on December 
5th, In verious places other than Snaanehai public crder maintenance assccia- 
tions ceme into being. Among these, the major organs are the Nanking Public 
order maintenance asscciation and the Hangchow Public Order Maintenance Associa 
tion established on January lst 1936. Nevertheless, in Shanghai erea the 
influence of the Chiang regime end the Netionalist Party nrovei to remain 
strong, far more then what was anticioated, even after the fail of Nanking,

3. The Restoration Governnent of the hepublic cf Chine. 


The rove.cut for esteblishing ce central regine in Centrel China hes 
progressed to meturity vuenl NG Yaung-chi, TLN Yuen-tao, CoE? Caun and 
WEN Toung-yeo entered the politica) avena. Tt tas rumored that l’ajor General 
HAFADA, and Colonel KUEWCTO of the Arivy Special feevics organ end the “eval 
Special organ in Shanghai gave assistance to all of these ditferent etresms of 
men in order to expedite collaboration between them. Jn connection with tie 
establishuent of the above governitent, naowever, the orth China Gioup soon 
begen to create strong op osition. 


The major factors in the structure of the Kestoirtion Government end 
its pletform at the time then it res formelly established on lerch 23th may 
be swaserized as follows:

I, General Principles 


(1) Taney shail found a highly pro-Janenese regime, gradually free 
themeelres from denendéuce cz Jurope and Americu, and establish the 
foundation of a dissrict in China dependent on Japan. 


(2) The direction of that regime shall be so exercised that: the regime, 
in the course of its future development shall smoothly amalgamate with 
the North China Regime, The direction shall stop at general inner 
direction by Japanese advisors, Detaiied direction end interference in 
administration by appointing Japanese officials shall be avoided, 


(3) CHIANG Regime shall be annihilated, At the same time, elimination 
of Communisis and destruction of the Nationalist Party in a short time 
within the erea under Japanese occupation chxll be realized. Afterwards 
similer operations shall be speedily oxtended to neighvouring areas. 


II. Program for Direction 


(4) In directing administrative affeirs, emphasis shall be placed on the 
highost political czsganization, above all, the Legislative Department, and 
the domestic administration (chlefly peace maintenance), financial, 
industrial end educational sections of tho Adminis*rative Department, 
which is the executive organ, Iz. ai:d around SHANGHAI, special facilities 
shell be created, in order to estadiish tha foundation for the economic 
development of Central China, 


(5) In directing Provincial Governments and lesser local governments, 
participation ty Japenese advisors skal be avoided as much as possible, 
so thet directions from upper administrative organs shall be smoothly 
carried out. 


In preas under Japanese occupation, especially in war aress, easing 
people's minds and giving them enmioyment shail speedily be realized, 


(6) The foundstion cf finanze shell speedily be established, banking 


orgens adjustod, and Japan-China economic co.lavoration in Central China 
realized. Measures for it are described in another program, 
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’ 
(7) As for armaments, minimum army shall be trained for maintenance of 
peace and order, and make efforts, under the guidance of the Japanese 
army, to restore public order, But the navy and air force shall be 
included in the defence plan of Japan. 


(8) Throughout the whole area, peace meintenance corps set-up belonging 
to administrative organs shell be strengthened, “or this purpose, several 

“Japanese police officers shall be appointed as instructors in order to 
establish polico administration. 


(9) Estadlishnent of special schools +o train modol officials and promote 
cultural activities and the creation of a snecial laterel organ to promote 
political purge, onril be otherwise planned, 


(10) Local autcnomeve bodies shall be gradually abolished, es administrative 
orgenization is imprcvec. ; 


(11) The first-stege administrative area shall be the district under 
Japanese occupetion., The area shall be succeesively exterded,

Orgenization of the New Regime ia 
As shown in the diagram. 
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(7) The New Regime shall be speedily set up, and, by nurturing it, 
antagonistic influences shall be destroyed with physical and moral 
pressure. 


For this purpose, local autonomous bodies which are being set up 
successively in the areas under Japanese occupation, shell be strengthened, 
and public sentiments desiring the ostablishment of e Now Regime backed by 
Japen shall be powerfuily stimlated. Moreover, in end around SHANGHAI, 
economic rehabilitation shall be speedily realized, thereby to contribute 
to the esteblishment of the New Rogime set up. 


(8) Of the expenditures in the initial stage of the New Regime, considerable 
part shall be borne by Japan. 


(9) For the relief of war-sufferers, and rehabilitetion of industries, 
emergency measures shall be specdily taxen. Bsvccially, agricultural 
produce shall be smoothly supplicd to the market; and farmers shall take 
to spring ferming without uneasiness, 


Yor this purpose, maintenance of local neace shell be undertaken by 
the Japanese Army to the best of their ability until the ostablishment of 
new local government orgens. 


(10) Order of the establishment of tho new administrative setup is as 
follows: 


Central Government setup, especially legislative 
and executive departments, 

SHANGHAI Speciai Municipality setup 

Provincial Governments setup 

Orgenization of county autonomous bodies 
and downwards 


(11) In perallel with the exocution cf 1 and 2, the influence of TSINGPAN 
and CHIHPAI shall be turned pro-Jepanese, end mde to assist the New Regime 
directly and indirectly. 


(12) In fixine now administrative districts, former ones shall generally be 
preserved. 


(13) In foreign settlements, with the strengthening of the New Regime, 
Japanese influence shall be gradually extended, anc, eftor the estedlishment 
of the New Regime, the organs of the old regime under the control of Japanese 
Army and Navy shall be taken over by the New Rogime at proper opportunity, 
ceusing at the same time outstanding issucs to be speedily settled. 


(14) TATAO Municipal Government, Citizens! Association, and other 
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newly-born orgens shall be co-ordinated into the new SHANGHAI 
Municipal Government setun,

(15) Purely administrative organs of the Province and downwards
